What Becomes of 
Midnight Rider? 


THE SHOW MUST go on. Or maybe not. There are increasing 
calls for an industry-wide boycott of Midnight Rider: The Gregg 
Allman Story—the biopic starring William Hurt—following a 
February train accident that killed camera assistant Sarah 
Jones, 27, and injured seven others. The incident, which halted 
production and remains under investigation by multiple agen- 
cies, occurred during the guerrilla-style filming of a dream 
sequence on a Georgia train trestleand triggered a wave of out- 
rage about the disregard for crew members’ on-set safi 

The production company, Unclaimed Freight—which has 
been accused of failing to obtain the proper permits for film- 
ing on the train tracks and of disregarding accepted safety 
protocols—recently informed the International Alliance of 
Theatrical Stage Employees that it plans to resume produe- 
tion in Los Angeles this June. (The union has vowed to closely 
monitor any resumption of filming.) Representatives for 
director Randall Miller, who also runs Unclaimed Freight, 
declined to comment for this story, and a source close to the 
film says that the decision to resume shooting isn't final yet. 
In the meantime, legions of crew members have joined a 
movement to shut down Midnight Rider for good. “If we stop 
the film, we may save another life,” says David Allen Grove, a 
Steadicam operator who founded the Facebook group “I 
REFUSE to work on Midnight Rider! For Sarah!!!” (At press 
time, almost: 5,900 people had signed on.) “This will send a 
very strong and clear message to other filmmakers: If you 
cut corners on safety, we won't let you finish your film.”

Twenty-five years ago, an oft-naked Patrick Swayze kicked, 
punched, and head-butted Road House into our hearts 


HE YEAR WAS 1989. The 
Berlin Wall fell. A guy stood in 
front of a tank in Tiananmen 
Square. The Dalai Lama won 
the Nobel Peace Prize. And in 
the small town of Jasper, Mo., 
a mulleted bar bouncer with a vague 
knowledge of Zen philosophy as well as 
anallergic reaction to clothing was busy 
teaching people how to kick drunk jerks 
in the crotch. I'm referring, of course, to 
Road House, which will be celebrating its 
25th anniversary this May. As someone 
named Dalton who used to own a record 
label called Double Deuce (same name 
as the roadhouse in the film), I feel it is 
my duty—nay, my honor—to pay tribute 
to one of the quintessential 
action movies of the 1980s. 
What makes Road House so 
special? How did this story in 
which the late, great Patrick 
Swayze plays bouncer Dalton— 
incidentally, I still have no idea 
whether that is his first or last 
name—become the camp clas- 
sic that it is today? Perhaps it’s 
because this movie sets some 
sort of modern-day record 
for fisticuffs, with blows com- 
ing from and landing on every 
conceivable body part.

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ORANGE IS THE NEW BLACK is making Jenji Kohan sick. 
It happened last year around this time, too: A couple 
of months before the series debuted, the producer 
behind Netflix’s dark prison comedy was felled by 

a fierce cold brought on by preseason stress and 

long nights in the editing bay. Today in her Hollywood 
office, a blanket is rolled up in a ball on her couch, 
where she’s been catching occasional naps. Her hair, 


once a Jolly Rancher green, is now more of a stale-Skittle 
hue. Three cups of tea from Urth Caffé at various levels of 
fullness sit abandoned on her desk. “My body has been 
waiting to collapse, because we started season 2 just three 
days after posting season 1,” she says. “It’s from alll the 
anxiety and the work. You want to follow up strong. You 
don’t want a sophomore slump.” 

It’sno surprise Kohan is feeling the pressure about Orange's 
second outing, which premieres on June 6. The first season— 
based on Piper Kerman’s memoir of the same name about

for once transporting drug money for her then girlfriend— 
quickly took over the pop culture conversation after its July 
11 debut. A prison-set dramedy featuring female characte 
ofall shapes, races, socioeconomic classes, and sexualities— 
in other words, the types of women who normally can't get 
arrested on TV? Yeah, that was new. Netflix was so high on 
Orange that it renewed the show even before the launch. And 
though the service is notorious for not revealing specific num- 
bers, it did disclose in a letter to shareholders in October that 
Orange “will end [2013] as our most-watched original series 
ever.” So what does a second sentence inside the walls of 
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Litchfield prison look like? “We had a theme for season 2,” 

Kohan says. “A little darker, a little more fractured. We wanted

When rumors started circulating last summer that Prepon 
would appear in only one season 2 episode, it sparked a frenzy 
of speculation. One theory: Prepon, a Scientologist, had quit the 
series because her church objected to her playing a lesbian on 
TV. “It’s ridiculous because it’s not true,” she says. Alex shows 
up in at least three episodes, and Prepon says the limited num- 
ber is due to a producing project she’s not yet ready to announce. 
“P'm a huge supporter of the LGBT community. I try to have a 
good spin on [the maelstrom], which is ‘Okay, cool, people are 
huge fans of the show and my character.” For the record, before 
season 2 even wrapped, Prepon had already reached out to 
Kohan about coming back full-time in season 3—something 


the showrunner was thrilled to hear. Says Kohan, “It goes a long 
way to hear someone is committed.” 

Of course, the third season has yet to be announced. 
Kohan is in the midst of renegotiating her contract with 
Lionsgate, the production company behind Orange; she's 
also developing a period drama for HBO about life in witch- 
phobic Salem, Mass. “I’m officially supposed to say ‘I don’t 
know’ until something happens, but if ’'m going to do both 
shows I have to get started right away. I can’t serew around 
with all this negotiating gamesmanship, which drives me 
crazy.” She must be feeling hopeful enough, though, because 
she has blueprints for a production office, complete with 
writers’ rooms for both projects. (And—sisterhood alert— 
she's even allocated space for a nursery to help out her staff 
with kids.) 

But even if Kohan gets her deal, it’s unclear who will fill 
those industrial bunk beds, Lyonne has signed on to star on 
the Amy Poehler-produced pilot Old Soul for NBC, and Pablo 
Schreiber (a.k.a. Pornstache) is busy on a new HBO comedy, 
The Brink. “I was not ona regular contract, so they always 
knew there was a possibility that they would lose me,” he says. 
“At the end of the first season, they left it open-ended where 
he could come back at any time and it also wouldn't be weird 
if you never heard from him again. And I think they've written 
a similar ending for him at the end of this season, and we'll see 
what happens with everything else that's going on.” It seems 
Orange may have opened so many doors for its once-unknown 
cast that the series might not be able to get all of them back. 
“T's really hard,” Kohan admits. “Sometimes I take it a little 
too personally, but [ understand intellectually people are try- 
ing to build careers. But, like, don’t leave me! I have so much 
more to wr Says Lyonne: “We're figuring it out. Logisties 
are exhausting.

Kohan doesn't sleep well to begin with because her mind is 
“constantly churning,” so the uncertainty about her future 
isn’t helping. “The best I can do is have a plan and then a 
backup plan.” Plan B for Orange includes an endless rotation of 
new inmates. It’s hard to imagine Orange without any of the 
gems that. adorn its crown, from Black Cindy (Adrienne C. 
Moore) to Sister Ingalls (Beth Fowler), but Kohan is confident 
she can make it work if the audience is game. “If I could keep 
cycling people through and bringing in new people, the show 
could go on forever. We could do something in the ER or Grey’s 
Anatomy model.” Kohan lets out a big breath, perhaps realizing 
she may have done her job a bit too well. “If I could control 
everything in the world, I would, but you got to let go of some 
things. You can't keep this cast down on the farm, And you'll 
never replace them.

Martin Freeman is the kind of actor 
typically categorized under the genus 
Everyman. He isn’t the dashing action- 
hero type, nor is he the first guy a 


Hollywood studio exec would think to 


put in a big, splashy rom-com (not- 
withstanding some naked meet-cute 
moments in 2003's Love Actually). He's 
the guy who gets picked to play char- 
acters such as the wry, sweet cubicle 


drone Tim Canterbury on the original 


ata version of The Office, the steadfast best 
pal John Watson on the smash BBC 
series Sherlock, and the good-hearted 
Bilbo Baggins in Peter Jackson's 
blockbuster Hobbit trilogy. In some 


ways, Freeman's latest role, Lester

Fargo, is a departure for the 44-year- 
old British actor—there’s the thick 
Midwestern accent, for one thing, 
which he’s honed partly by watching 
YouTube videos of real Minnesotans. 
Still, the whole point of the character,

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a meek insurance salesman who breaks 
bad and gets entangled in an escalating 
series of grisly crimes, is that he's the 
type of self-effacing regular Joe you'd 
normally look right past. As Freeman 
puts it drily, “I don’t get cast as the guy 
who ste f a ht in a white linen 
suit with a martini. It would not really 
be my function to be the smooth guy— 
unless something s~--ty happens to the 
smooth guy.” 

Thisisn’t a bad thing, of course. Many of 
Hollywood's greatest legends, from Jimmy 
Stewart to Jack Lemmon to Tom Hanks, 
have been celebrated for their accessible, 
guy-next-door quality. But Freeman—who 
in person comes across as fiercely intelli- 
gent, sharply funny, and tightly wound— 
doesn’t see it that way. Drinking a latte 
while on break from shooting Fargo (a 
loose adaptation of the much-loved 1996 
Coen brothers movie) in Calgary, the 
actor bristles at the label of Everyman. To 
him it smacks of a kind of dismissal and 
almost an insult, and when the subject 
comes up, he becomes as agitated as a 
prim hobbit encountering a band ofunruly 
dwarves. “It sounds like a backhanded 
compliment, because I think, What, you 
don’t think I'm exciting? You don’t think 
I'm dangerous?” he says. “Any pigeonhole 
is something to be rebelled against. When 
people say, ‘You're a normal Everyman} 
I go, ‘Well, you fing find five of mein the 
street then!’ There aren’t many of me 
walking around, you know!” 

Even the idea that people think he 
shares some qualities with the nice, 
approachable characters he’s played so 
often in movies and on TV rubs Freeman 
the wrong way. “Td rather that than people 
taking a swing atme,” he says. “But can it 
ever be tedious? Yes. I've always slightly 
envied other actors I know who have 
different reputations. I think, God, you 
don't get people coming up to you, going, 
because they're scared of you.” 
ly, there’s more to Freeman than 
you might have thought, which explains 
why he was drawn to the role of Fargo's 
Lester, whose own timid, polite exterior 
hides rage and anguish within. (Freeman 
plays a version of the character portrayed 
in the movie by William H. Macy.) “How do 
I say this without it sounding like I think 
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I'm James Dean?” he wonders aloud. “I've 
always been attracted to darkness.” Billy 
Bob Thornton, who costars on Fargo as 
the murderous drifter Lorne Malvo—and 
isno stranger to darkness himself—notes, 
“Martin is an interesting guy. Hes much 
more intense than people might think. 
He’s got a lot of water under the bridge.” 


on a sleepy side street standing in for 
Bemidji, Minn., and the east and crew of 
Fargo are preparing to stage a clima 
moment of violence for late in the series’ 
10-episode run. (No spoilers here, but the 
call sheet lists such things as “pistol 
w/silencer,” “knife,” “broken gl and 
“pooled blood,” so you get the idea.) At 
the moment, though, Freeman 
sitting quietly in a car, trying to keep 


warm. He glances over at replicas of the 
famous roadside statues of Paul Bunyan 
and Babe the Blue Ox that stand in the 
real town of Bemidji. “Who is Paul Bun- 
yan?” he asks. “Ishe, like, a real guy? Ishe 
well-known?” To Freeman, who has never 
actually been to Fargo or Bemidji, middle 
America might as well be Middle-earth. 

A crew member approaches the actor 
and tells him the evening's snack options. 
Freeman—who is already on edge about 
people who've been walking in his eye 
line during takes, breaking his concen- 
tration—finds none of them to his liking. 
“I don’t want jalapefio, and I don’t eat 
chicken or beef” he says curtly. “Can that 
just be something that people know 
about me after five months?” 

Spend a little time around Freeman 
and you can pick up an electric under-

current of anger humming inside him. He 
is perfectly aware that it's there. “There's 
quite a deep well of it,” he says. “It alarms 
me sometimes.” Asked what kinds of 
things make him angry, he answers, 
“F-—ing name it. Some of it is a sort of 
lighthearted anger that I know will pass, 
but some of it is pretty deep-seated anda 
fundamental part of me that I think 
people often don't understand.” He does 
enjoy periods of happiness, he says, as 
when he’s with his longtime partner, 
actress Amanda Abbington (who plays 
Watson's wife, Mary, on Sherlock), and 
their children, Joe and Grace; when the 
acting is going well; or when he’s indulg- 
ing in his passion for collecting classic 
soul albums. “But it will probably never 
last that long without me puncturing it” 
he admits. “It’s a pain in the ass in some 
ways, and in other waysit'sa blessing. For 
all of my faults as a person that it brings 
out, it's helped put food on the table.” 
The actor was wired from an early age 
with a generally cynical worldview 
coupled with an impulse to show off. His 
parents separated when he was a young 
child and he moved in with his father, a 
naval officer, who then died of a heart 


attack when Freeman was 10. After his 
early dreams of becoming a professional 
squash player faded, he discovered acting 
atage 15 and found it wasa way to channel 
all the roiling emotion inside him. “If I 
didn’t have this outlet, this valve, God 
alone knows what I'd be,” he says. 

Fargo showrunner Noah Hawley says 
Freeman’s air of simmering discontent-

provides a great deal of laughs. The thing 
we always have to do with Martin is take 
lines out [of the script] because he 
“Well, I can just do that with a look’ And 
he's always right.” 

As a deeply private person, Freeman 
hasn't had an easy time adjusting to 
fame. While the mania surrounding Sher- 
lock has elevated his costar Benedict 
Cumberbatch to massive stardom and 
sex-symbol status, Freeman has sought 
to keep a low profile, even as he's faced 
the added insanity of rabid Tolkien fans. 
“The trajectory of [Cumberbatch's rise] 
is very extreme,” Freeman says. “It’s 
deserved in his case, because he’s really 
good. But to that extent? No thanks. I like 
to be a moving target. I’ve got enough 
madness in my life without it being there 
all the time.” For now, though, the mad- 
ness isn’t going away: Freeman’sstarring 
on the season's best-reviewed new series 
(4.5 million viewers checked out the 
premiere); he'll be back in theaters this 
December with the final installment 
of the Hobbit trilogy; and at some point 
down the road—most likely around 
2016—Sherlock will come back for a 
fourth season. All along the way, there 
will be red carpets for Freeman to walk, 
cameras flashing in his face, reporters 
asking irritating questions about 
his Everyman quality, and countless 
insufficiently scared people coming up 
to him and going, “Hey!”

caricature of Hunter—that has become the 
iconic symbol for Fear and Loathing and the 
image that many people have of Hunter: 

Hunter met Ralph in 1970 when they 
worked on the article “The Kentucky Derby Is 
Decadent and Depraved.” Hunter thought 
Ralph was proper, super-straight, hoity-toity, 
and proceeded to scare the s-- out of him. 
But Ralph stood the test. He was able to get 
through it even though he thought his head 
going to blow up. 

Ralph came out of the '60s—the promise 
of beauty and peace and all this stuff. And 
Ralph and Hunter hooked up at exactly the 
moment the monstrous hangover that was 
the ’70s began. I think Hunter very clearly 
understood Ralph's contribution to his 
storytelling. Ralph was the perfect artist to 
rail against things like the Vietnam War— 
to spew at that monstrousness by creating 
his vision of it on the page. 

Looking at Ralph, you wouldn't expect the 
degree of rage you find in his art. It’s violent. 
It’s absurd. It’s abstract. But once you've 
been inside his mind a little bit, you know 
he's a warped individual. Ralph also did the 
one-sheet poster for Bruce Robinson's film 
Withnail & I. It literally would be criminal 
if one didn’t watch it once a month. That is 
a masterpiece. That is perfection to me. 

What were we talking about? 

Ah, yes. I first met Ralph through Hunter: There was quite 
a long p ing up at Hunter's house in 
Woody Creek, Colorado, sometimes for months on end, and 
Ralph came into town. I got to watch them bicker and snap at 
each other like old women, Hunter would go out of his way to 
insult Ralph, and Ralph, being used to that kind of thing, would 
come back with “Well, you f---ing reclusive swine, f you!” 
But had anyone said anything derogatory about Ralph, Hunter 
would have verbally mowed them down ina millisecond.

But while Buiuel’s film 
burrowed into the psychology of a woman 
who retreats into a fantasy world of ecstasy 
and degradation as a form of rebellion against 
marriage and obedience, Young & Beautiful 
never offers us a clear explanation of why 
Isabelle—a child of bourgeois privilege— 
engages in her taboo double life. 
When the film begins, Isabelle and her fam- 
y are on vacation and, on the eve of her 17th 
birthday, she loses her virginity in a fling with 
a handsome German tourist (Lucas Prisor). 
The deed is over quickly—too quickly for her 
to derive any pleasure from it—and she 
doesn’t seem to register any real feelings 
about the experience beyond the fact that she 
can now cross it off her to-do list. But she has 
changed. When she returns to Paris, we see 
her strutting through the halls of a hotel like 
anaughty secretary in heels, knocking on the 
door of Georges (Johan Leysen), a man who 
appears to be in his late 60s and who pays her 
300 euros for sex. Isabelle’s transformation is 
so abrupt you almost feel like a reel of the film 
is missing. Isabelle (calling herself “Lea” for 
her trysts) continues to meet men after 
school. Some treat her well, others not so 
well. But the question hangs in the air like a 
wisp of Gauloises smoke: Why is she doing 
this? Is it for the money? The illicit thrill?

How has the process been of creating a 
weekly topical news show from scratch? 
It's quite hard, because you're build- 
ing a machine that will be able to be 
flexible enough to make jokes about 
stories that haven't happened yet. 
You're building a thing, but that thing 
is not funny. The idea is that it’ll be 
something that you can put serious 
stories in one end, and then jokes will 
come out of the other end. That’s 
what you're trying to do: build a 
machine of bulls—. 

You've said that you plan to shy away 
from project-plugging celebrities. What 
kinds of guests should we expect, then? 
I'm more interested in getting, say, 
[former secretary of defense] Leon 
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Panetta than Brad Pitt. Which I guess 
puts me in, like, .5 percent of the 
planet. 'mnoteven sure Mrs. Panetta 
is as interested in that! But that’s the 
thing: There isn’t quite the same 
pressure of ratings. When I hosted 
[The Daily Show] for Jon [Stewart] 
over the summer, the people who 
were most interesting to talk to were 
slightly more off the grid. We spoke to 
the American coach of the Egyptian 
football team, because football in 
Egypt is directly related to what's 
happening in Tahrir Square. And we 
had Joshua Oppenheimer, who did the 
documentary The Act of Killing. To 
me, that's generally more interesting 
than Brad Pitt...although Brad Pitt is 


significantly more good-looking than 
those men. And all other men! 

Who are your dream guests—other than 
Panetta? 

I don't know if Leon Panetta is any- 
one’s dream guest. If he ever reads 
this, it's going to be so creepy to him. 
Like, “What's wrong with this guy?

What about historical figures? Who 
would have been a good get? 
Mandela. I'd like for him to still be 
alive! Both to interview him and just 
on a general level—it’d be nice if he 
were still here.

Genghis Khan—an inherently ludi- 
crous figure! It would be interesting 
to make fun of him. 

You've been filming test shows in front of 
a black curtain.

I have a 
real soft spot for that show. They try 
hard. They do not take the easy option 
at any stage. But that comes with a 
punitive element, ratings-wise. 

How do you plan to cover darker, unfunny 
events? 

Tactually had a little taste of that last 
summer. That was one of the main 
things I was concerned about when 
taking over for Jon: I feel like you earn 
the authority to talk about subjects 
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like that. You earn the right to be 
people's point of catharsis at the end 
of the day. Andit did happen, because 
I went on right after the Trayvon 
Martin verdict. That was a tough day. 
T really felt Jon’s absence. On a day 
like that, where you're trying to pro- 
cess immensely painful things, you 
want him—you want Jon, not the 
show that Jon has built. I tried as hard 
as I could to write something that felt 
more from the heart than you'd nor- 
mally do in comedy. So it’ll depend on 
the actual event. When those things 
come around, you just have to take 
extra care to make sure you know 
where each joke is coming from. 

Do you think you have that level of 
authority and trust now? 

Nope! [Laughs]'To some extent, it was 
given; I was working on credit. It was 
like, you've got the moral credit card 
of another man. I still have to earn 
people’s trust; I’m just going to have 
to. So if nothing horrendous could 
happen for six weeks, that'd be great. 
Six weeks, huh? 

Any more than that, people are just 
being ridiculous. Six half hours? Come 
on! What more moral backbone can I 
show than that?

You've had alot of hits, but do you think people 
generally associate you with them? 

In theory, there’s an awful lot of people 
around the world who like my musiec—but 
they don’t necessarily know, especially in 
the States, that it’s me. I’m quite comfort- 
able with that. When the first tune off 
Everyday Robots dropped, there was a lot 
online [like], “This guy really sounds like 
Gorillaz.

‘What made you decide to do a solo album?

We 
even came up with a name, Pagan Jew, 
but we Googled it and found it was some 
kind of dodgy mail-order aphrodisiac spray. 
And we realized that two 45- 
year-olds trying to launch 
ourselves on the pop world 
might be...slightly undigni- 
fied. Then Richard said, 
“What I'd like to do is pro- 
duce you.” So I went back to 
the neighborhood I grew up in 
in London, and it started to 
make sense. Obviously] tried 
to make it poetic, but apart 
from the last song with Brian 


Eno, every single word and every line took 
place. It happened, no exaggeration. 

How did Eno get involved? 

I've known him for well over a decade, but 
that song came out of using the same health 
club—Brian typically was involved in more 
ambient stuff like unisex water aerobics, 
and I was doing more perfunctory running 
machines, [Laughs] 

What is your creative process like? 

I don’t believe in there being mystique in 
things like this. I work 10 till 5:30, five day 
week. It’s unlikely you're gonna disappea 
up your own ass if you approach it like that. 
Ishould probably start seminars and run 
motivational weekends: “Just do the work!” 
Would you reunite Blur or Gorillaz again? 

Blur, we recorded, like, 15 songs in Hong 
Kong last year. I love hang- 
ing out with them, but I've 
always written all the mate- 
rial, so really, I'm still doing 
that. With Gorillaz, the car- 
toon is by Jamie Hewlett, 
but all the music is me. [So] 
the answer I should give is 
“T don’t know, I'll have to go 
talk to myself about that.
